Narberth Playground Gets Under Way 

CITIZENS* MEETING AUTHORIZES HOLDING COMPANY TO ORGANIZE 
—$22,500 ALREADY SUBSCRIBED. 



Armistice Day shouM luMirH'orth have 
an udileil significance f<ir Xarberth 
folks, ms it w»s on Hie .11*20 anniver- 
sary of that conspicuous date, Novem- 
ber 11, that Borough res i drills, with 
high resolve, authorized the formation 
of a citizens' association to acquire for 
playground purposes the tine stretch of 
land hcuveen Windsor and Haver ford 
avenues, ending :it Wynnowood avenue, 
nearly ti acres, which, added to the two 
additional acres which are available for 
condemnation without cost, will afford 
almost 8 acres of centrally located 
ground for community recreation pur- 
poses, athletic activities, etc. 

So, then, the start has been made and 
the records do not show that any proj- 
ect hereabouts has been greeted with 
more refreshing public spirt nor a more 
unanimous desire for civic betterment 
and progress. Action has been the key- 
note of the enterprise since its incep- 
tion, and action must continue to lie the 
slogan, for what lias already been done 
is altogether too fine, too praiseworthy, 
to suffer from lethargy, from any spe- 
cies of innocuous desuetude, and it is 
expected that by December 1st every 
detail will be completed and the Bor- 
ough will then have in its grasp the 
last available desirable spot for the 
playground facilities and village green, 



which every enterprising American 
community should possess and which 
will forever preclude the admission of 
incongruous features in our midst. 

Therefore, between now and the end 
of the month, an opportunity is afford- 
ed a tVw more citi/.ens to get on board 
a venture which will redound to their 
everlasting credit, which will indicate 
that they possess in truth a proper 
recognition of the obligation which is 
theirs with respect to the community in 
which they live, which shall make plain 
that Americanism is not only a plati- 
tude, but a sterling, virile thing. that 
involves duties as well as rights, that 
heed is paid to the outstanding fact 
that that generation which does not 
provide for its posterity has to be 
branded in the records as a wretched 
failure, as unworthy and unfit. 

It is essential, then, that the co-op- 
eration shall come without cajoling 
iind without coaxing, keeping in mind 
that, after all, no permanent expendi- 
tures are to be made, as the associa- 
tion proposed is only to hold the ground 
until such time, a year or two, as the 
Borough ran purchase it officially, and 
during the time the citizens 1 money is 
invested it is to be regarded as worth

to Pastor 

REV. AND MRS. JOHN VAN NESS 
COMPLETE TEN YEARS SER- 
VICE IN NARBERTH 



Growth of Church Shown 

Reverend and Mrs. .Tolm Van Ness 
were given a reception by the officers 
and members of the Narberth Presby- 
terian Church last Wednesday evening, 
in honor of their having completed ten 
years of service in Narberth. The 
occasion was a most delightful one, and 
was attended by upward of four hund- 
dred members of the Church and the 
congregation. The Sunday School por- 
tion of the Church, including the new 
addition which has just been placed in 
3ervice, was elaborately decorated with 
palms and cut flowers. 

Addresses were made by Rev. Avery 
S. Dcmmy, pastor of the Baptist 
Church, and Rev. Arthur S. Walls, pas- 
tor of the Methodist-Episcopal Church. 
Robcrty L. Beatty, Ruling Elder, spolce 
on behalf of the officers and members 
of the Presbyterian Church. His re- 



marks wore principally directed to 
Keverend and Mrs. Van Ness. He re- 
counted the many things which had 
been accomplished during the past ten 
years, and spoke in the highest terms 
of praise of the untiring efforts which 
bad constantly been put forth by Rev- 
erend Van Ness, as well as Mrs. A'an 
Xess, to upbuild the spiritual and moral 
standing of not only the Presbyterian 
Church, but Narberth in general. 

As a tangible evidence of the love 
and high esteem in which the Church 
and congregation hold their Pastor and 
his wife, Mr. Beatty then presented to 
Kev. Van Xess, a leather purse, con- 
taining a check for a sum of money 
representing the individual contribu- 
tions which had been made by the 
members of the Presbyterian Church. 
Mrs. Van Xess was also presented with 
a bouquet of yellow chrysanthemums. 

A resume of the work done by the 
Presbyterian Church during the past 
decade, shows that Rev. Van Ness de- 
livered «)5i! sermons, in addition to OX* 
addresses on other occasions. He made 
;i,S0i) pastoral calls, performed 110 bap- 
tisms, otliciatcd at IW funerals, and XS 
weddings. 

Indicative of the growth of the 
Church is the fact that during the 
period of tho present pastorate, 454 
new members have been received into 
the Church. There have been dismissed 
to other churches 110 persons, while the 
present church membership totals 410. 

The amount of money contributed by 
the Church to local expenses was $">7,- 
005. About one-half as much more was 
given to benevolences. The Church, 
during the decade, was able to clear 
oil" a debt of approximately $8,0()0.()0; it 
installed a new pipe organ at a cost 
of JjW^OO.OO, and made numerous im- 
provements to the church property. At 
the present time the building is being 
enlarged by the construction of addi- 
tions to the auditorium and also to the 
Sunday School portion. This latter im- 
provement has just been completed, and 
wns placed in actual service last Sun- 
day. The work on the extension to 
the auditorium has not as yet been 
started. 

Jieverend Van Xess and Mrs. Van 
Xess were assisted in receiving by the 
Elders l»f the Church and ther wives. 
During the evening, music was fur- 
nished by an orchestra, while the mem- 
bers of the choir rendered several selec- 
tions. Following the reception, refresh- 
ments were served by the ladies.
